2, Permission has been requested to start a new, unclas- 
sified publication, Reference Aids, which would make available 
to both IAC and non-1AC users FDD-compiled reference materials 
of a type not normally available in regular reference sources, 


3. A special, experimental project on the psychological 
value world news headlines was completed at the request of 
State Department. 


4, Chief, FDD, called a meeting of IAC representatives to 
discuss procurement of publications in the event of hostilities. 
Each agency was asked to prepare & priority list of titles which 
they would want FDD to exploit centrally, with the aim of formu- 
lating a coordinated priority list for the guidance of emergency 
field collection. 


5. Projects of more than routine interest which are in 
process include a study, undertaken at the instigation of ORR, 
to determine Germany's problems in its exploitation of Western 
Europe, and a project, requested by State, to determine the 
methods and media used by the Communists to indoctrinate Chinese 
youth,
